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DETAILED ACTION 
Election 

Applicant's election of Group V, claim 30 is made FINAL for 
the reasons of record (see restriction requirement and previous 
office actions) . 

Claims 34-45 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed 
to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claim 33 is presented for examination on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ainscough et al . (J of Inorganic Biochemistry 
1999;77:125-133) . 

Ainscough teaches compound 35 (salicylaldehyde 
benzoylhydrazone derivatives-see abstract) and their 
cytotoxicity. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by W099/11262. 

W099/11262 teaches compound 36 and its use as therapeutic 
agent (abstract) . 
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Therefore, the cited reference is deemed to anticipate the 
instant claims above.
